“HEYDRICH IS DEAD!” 


Over the free and the conquered countries 
of the world flashed the sadly satisfying news: 
“Heydrich is dead.” And the fact that it is 
reported he died a painful death seeined to be 
all the more satisfying to the millions of people 
in this and other countries who have been 
brought up to love their fellow men. Such is 
the reputation to be acquired by a career of 
murder, butchery and depravity of the lowest 
order—that all men rejoice when you are as- 
sassinated. 


Impressive is the fact that Heydrich’s as- 
sassination took place in one of the countries 
Hitler had ‘conquered’ and was installing his 
new order. His death meant that terrible re- 
prisals, in which hundreds of innocents would 
die, would take place. Yet so great is the 
hatred of this regime amongst those who are 
experiencing il that patriots count not the 
cost in civilian lives to rid their country of 
the leeches which have settled upon it. 


Most stirring were the words of the leader 
of that country’s government-in-exile when he 
said: “Yuyoslavs must die to be free’. No 
plea for pity, no cry for mercy, Just the real- 
ization that suffering and sacrifice are prere-
